Bombay Cafite, December 30. 1783: 
IS Majefty’s thip Crocodile arrived the 26th-initant from ' 
‘Bengal and Madras. She left Bengal about the middle 
of November, but has brought no advices from the Governor- 
Genta! and Council.

It was cuflomary for them to renew 
their bills annually ; however, George M‘Farlane had. never rem wed 
the bill, and matters lay over till Hanter left the country, when the 
Treafiwer waited on M‘Farlane, and produced to him a bill to which 
Hunter’s name and his were adhibited. Ue not fufpedting but it was 
the bill he had firft figned, paid a year’s intereft which was demanded, 
and the bill in queftion, upon which the Collegtor gave him up the old 
bill; which be no fooner got into his hand, than he difcove: ed his fub- 
fcsiption was forged : Upon which he demanded back the bill which he 
had granted, on the faith of his being botnd by the old bill 5 which 
being tefufed, the action was commenced .atter the new bill fell due. 
ft was not denied that the f{ubfeription was forged; and it appeared that 
Hunter, or fome other perfon, had adhibited the fame, and delivered 
it to the coopers as often as*the fame was renewed; and Hunter’s cre- 
dit being then good, the trade were not fo fcrupulous as to attend to 
fee it igned in their prefence. The Magitlates affoilzied the defender, 
and Sound the bill not due; againit which the coupers brought this ap- 
peal, and contended, that as M‘Parlane was once bownd, ang, as he bad 
paid the intereft, and bad granted a new bill, he was furely liable. On 
the other fide it was pleaded, that the bill was granted, and the inte- 
reft paid, imagining that it was the original bill firtt granted by him 
and Hunter ; whereas itappeared, that that bill had been retired, and 
the forged one fubflituted in its fleud. The Lord Jultice Clerk, (being 
‘the fole judge this day) Naving couifidered the debate, in refpeét that it 
was admitted that the defender, George M‘Fatlanc, was originally a 
qautioner, and that the bill fo: which he had granted the bill in que- 
ftion, was a forged one as to him, and-that the oviginal bill was retired, 
_afirmed the deeree of the Magiltrates.—Couniel tor the appellant, Mr 
William Craig ; for the refpondent, Profeflor Millar.

“ Zometime ago, the parifh of Cathcart became vacant, and Colin 
Rae, Efq; af Little Govan, the urdoubted patron, propoted to fupply the 
vacancy, by prefenting a veryr efpectable young man, with whom he had 
been much connegted ;. but finding that he would not be generally ac- 
ceptable to the people, he generoully gave up the defign, and a very po- 
pular Minifter was propofed, who was alia rejcéted by the people.

Mr Rae feot for feven men, who had been for- 
metly deputed to bim by the people; he informed them of his defign 
toprefent Mr Buchavan, which they unanimonfly approved of, and 
highly applauded. Mr Rae, however, defired them to converfe with 
their neighbours, and fend him word that evening, or early next morn- 
ing, if‘ they fhould change their mind; and having read to them the 
copy of aletter which he meant to fend to the heritors, told them he 
would'fend it off next morning, if he did not hear from them that 
evening, or early in the morning. Aecordingly, he fent off the letters, 
and about eleven o’cock, after the letters were difpatched, the above 
perforis fent word that they had.changed their mind. Mr Rae, not then 
having it in his power to gratify them any further, prefented Mr Bucha- 
nan, who, upon the moderation of a call, was chofen by fourteen’ of 
the moft refpectable heritors of the parith, making a clear majority of 
the conjunét body of Heritors and Elders, and poffeffing alnioft the 
whole valued rent; befides which, there was a concurrence of a confi- 
dcrable number of the heads of Families. Notwith{tanding alt which, 
the Ptelbytery of ‘Glafgow have this day refufed to fuftain even this 
call, ahd obliged the patron to appeal to the General Aflembly. ‘The
